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Key Statistics for Public Elemoitary and Secondary Education: 
Early Estimates, School Year 1987-88 



This is the fim in a new series of early estimates fa public etementaiy ami 
education in the United States rqxmed by the Center for Education Statistics (CES). 
Early estimates are key statistics rqmted early in the school year and include the num- 
bers of students in membershq), of teachers, and of high school graduates and total cur- 
rent expenditures for the operation of public elementary and secondary schools. These 
estimates are either {Helinunary actual counts for individual States, estimates derived by 
States for CES, or imputations develqied by CES using a combination of State-specific 
and national data. 

Highlights 

• There v/ere qmroximately 40.2 million students in rhe Nation *s public elementary and 
secondary schools this fall (October 1987) compared with 39.8 million & year ago. Stu- 
dent membership has increased by nearly a milUon in the last 2 years. 

• These students are being taught b" an estimated 2,276,000 public school teachers. 

• High school gnduatesofthe Nation's public schools totaled an estimated 2,428 

for the 1986-87 school year, and it is estimated that approximately 2,469,000 suidents 
will graduate in school year 1987-88. 

• Total current expenditures for public elementary and secondary education in fiscal 
year 1987 are estimated to be 146. 1 billion, and they are expected to rise to s^roximate- 
ly $1SS.S billion in fiscal year 1988. 

• The cost of puUic education is estimated to be $3,867 per student for the 1987-88 
school year. 

The Early Estimate System 

The primary source of baskc statistical infonnation about public elementary and 
seco ndary education is the Common Core of Data (CCD), a set of surveys collected an- 
nu^dly by CES from State education agencies. These data are reported to CES in March, 
undergo CES and State editing, and are available for publication in Sq>tember-a full 
year amr the beginning (tf the school year. Fiscal data are reported a year lat^ than the 
student and teacher data. 

The Early Estimates System is currently uni ; ^^.v.'^kqmient and is designed to allow 
CES torqxm selected key statistics eariy in the school year. Over f ie course of the next 
3 years, C*ES will ^Aainining and evaluating various methodologies to obtain and im- 
prove the Early Estimate System for public elementary and secondary education. 
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Forty-nine States and the Distria of Columbia participated in the survey. Estimates rqx>rted here were provided to 
CES by State education agencies and represent the best infomiation available to States at this early stage of the school 
year. They are, however, subject to revisicm. 

Methodology 

Eariy in November 1987, a survey fcrnn was sent to each State education agency requesting their cooperatitm and 
g)ecifying when CES would collect the data by tdq)hone. States were contacted during the week of November 9 and 
State estunates were received through December 15. Data collected by tdq)hDne were checked for reasonableness 
against prior years' data. FoUowiq) calls were made to resolve questions about the data. 

Hie missing membership £rom Massachusetts was imputed based on the assumption that percentage growth in mem- 
bership from 1986-87 to 1987-88 was equal to the percentage growth from 198S-86 to 1986-87. 

Other missing values were imputed using ratios of the missing quantity to the student membership value. For ex- 
ample, the procedure for imputing number of teachers in the 1987-88 school year involved: ( 1) calculating the teacher- 
to-student ratio in the giver State in 1986-87, (2) adjusting this ratio for changes at the national level from 1986-87 to 
1987-88, and (3) multiplying the adjusted ratio by the 1987-88 student membershq). Historically, the relationship be- 
tween number of teachers and students has generally been stable, making it a suitable ratio to use in imputing the num- 
ber of teachers. Equivalent procedures were used for imputing number ofteachers, number ofhi^ school graduates, 
and current expenditures. 

As a result of the imputation, the data in the following tables are presented in complete form. Some of the values 
are early actual counts, others are estimates devek^ by the States, and the remainder are imputed values developed 
by CES. 

Definitions 

Membership is the unduplicated count of students on the roll of the school or local education agency on the school 
day closest to October 1; students who withdrew from school have been removed from the count 

Current expenditures are funds for operating k)cal public schools and include sudi items as salaries for school per- 
sonnel, fixed charges, student tranqxmation, school books and materials, and energy costs, but exclude capital outlay 
and interest on school debt 

PupW^acher ratio is the number of students divided by the number of teachers in a State. The number reported 
here rqnesents an average across all levels. There is, however, variability across elementary and secondary grade levels 
and across programs such as special education, and gifted and talented. 

Per pupil expenditure is the total current expenditure for public elementary and secondary education in a State divided 
by the student membership. The numbers reported hoc, based on membership, can be expected to be smaller than pa* 
pupil expenditures based on average daily attendance because the membCT^p counts are genmdly larger than avoage 
daily attendance.
